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The OIden Time.

We resume our veracious history of the
proceedings of the famous Nine Penny
Whi-t Club,” presuming that the actions
of those choice spirits of the olden time
cannot fail to be of great interest to our
readers of the present day. It will be re-
membered that in our last article, we
brought down the history of the institution
to the time when its republican features
were entirely obliterated and an empire was
established, when the modest title of Presi-
dent sank beneath the brilliancy of the im-
perial soubriquet of Emperor and serene
Highness. At that meeting of the Club,
(when this great event took place) a com-
mittee of three, consisting of the Arch
Treasurer and two others were appointed to
prepare an address to his Majesty, the Em-
perog expressive of the feelings of the
Club, at his elevation to his high position.
We proceed now to give that address as we
find it recorded among the proceedings of
the Club at their next regular meeting,
held January 19th, 1805, Here it is:

Most dread Emperor :—We, the commit-
tee of the Nine Penny Whist Club, tender
you the homage of our high respects and
our congratulations npon your elevation to
the greatest of all possible dignities. When
we review the eventful scenes through
which we have so recently passed, and com-
pare them with the present, what cause for
astonishment, for exultation. You found us
in a state of anarchy and confusion, with-
out authority, without order, without gov-
ernment—most distressful —without money
in the treasury, our revenue impaired, our
finances exhausted—most pennyless ! DBut
no sooner did the sun of your imperial face
shine upon us, than order was rustn_rcd, and
¢ wild commotion hearing your voice stood
still,”—most magnanimous. Formerly our
Club was comparatively the theatre of
stormy passions and angry recrimination,
but now, the seat of smiling mirth and
laughter, loving joy—most jocund! We
were dismayed and cast down Dby the hor-
ror and confusion of the times, insomuch
that our hearts wambled and walloped
about like dumplings in a pot—yea verily.
But now, our joy and confidence rise and
overflow like the comely froth on the top of
a tankard of porter—most refreshing !

Such was our former condition ; such is
our present. Every circumstance, most
placid Emperor, which led the way to your
glory and our happinees, is a matter of
congratulation. Let fime, with all his bra-
zen trumpets, proclaim to the remotest pos-
terity, that the Club was unanimous in their
choice ;—that your clection was brought
about by the free, unbiused suffrages of
the members—not the smallest infinence
or compulsion was made use of—and that
the danger of confiscation and banishment,
in cases of refractory votes, could not, and
ought not, in a republican government like
ours, have the least effect upon the freedom
of the will. We assert, in your presence,
most equal tempered Emperor, that the
resolutions preceded your election, and
which form the basis of our present Con-
stitution, contain in themselves a body of
laws the most simple, the most beneficial
to the subject and friendly to his-rights, of
any constitution or code in the known
world—not even excepting the laws of your
angust brothers, the Emperor of Moroceo
and Jack the first. How pleasing the re-
flection, that the whole executive, legisla-
tive, and judiciary power of the Cluab is
vested in yourself. ! what

Most potent !
Sovereign can be compared with our Em-
peror ? Of all others let it be said, that
some are irritable in their temper—that on
losing a battle, a kingdom, or the odd card,
they will fret and fume, and curse their
own party, without rhyme or reason, order
or method ;—others, again, are rapacious ;
they crimp and eabbage the Nine Pennys
of their subjects at their own will and pleas-
ure. Not so with our Supreme Executive.
He, always ccol,—always sedate—delibera-
tive and calm, knows how to temper the
severity of his remarks and his power, with
a just regard to the fec.ings and the rights
of his fellow-citizens.

That the Club may continune to be happy
and prosper under your administration, in
seculum, seculorum, is the wish of the

As soon as the reading of the above ad-
ress was fi nished, and the applanss ad sub-
sided, his Imperial Majesty rose to his full
stature, and in eclear, sonorous tones, de-
livered himself of the following speech,
which, thongh apparently unpremeditated,
he had evidently been pregnant with for
sometime. It is very evident that he was
entirely conscious of his own merits, and
not at all disposed, as is too much the case
in the present day, to place a modest esti-
mate upon his own abilities.

Who has reduced you to or-
der, and set you an example of regularity?
Who contributes most largely to replenish
your exhausted treasury and to ill you with
confidence; and spirits ? It is I! 1, the
Em r! You have invested me with the
whole power of the Club, and I will let you
know tﬁt I have you under my thumb, my

P i
t my election was unanimous, does
honor to your discernment and to your
choice, for who but myself is fitted for the
station ! On your parts, I expect that this
our truely republican form of government
will be cherished and supported—as on my
I shall take due care that your equal
rights shall be duly respected—for wnen
the subject has no rights, it follows that
such rights can never be unequal.

I agree with you, genticmen of the com-
mittee, that (he laws of the Club excel all
others, and that Solon knew nothing of
constitutions. Where one man is the sole
judge in every possible case, every decision
maust be right, and I expect instant sabmis-
sion to all my orders, or else, Cayenne is
the word—and a word to the wise is suffi-
cient. 1 shall cause a set of regulations to
be drawn up by my Arch Treasurer, calca-
lated for the meridian of my empire and
its subjects, with respect to which it is on-
1y necessary at this time to mention, that I
am to doas I please, and to say what I
please, without censure or impeachment,
and I am confident that you gentle-
men of the committee and of the Club,
will perceive the extreme equity of
this, my imperial determination. And
now to business; hand me up the minutes,
They were handed up, of course, and after
a careful examination it appeared that the
Arch Secretary had absented himself from
three regular meetings of the Club. It was
moved tﬁla.t he be suspended from his office
until the next meeting, and iu the mean-

time be fined 8 nine pennies nisi. Where-
upon the Emperor, desirous of taking the
opinion of the Clab, and the adviee of the
Arch Secretary, propounded the guestion,
and it was unanimously resolv by the
members thereof, that the Arch Secretary
be suspended from office until the next
meeting ; and that he then be heard in his
defence, and his excuse, if reasonable, re-
ceived. Which opinion and advice being
duly weighed by the Emperor, he, by vir-
tne of his high prerogative, and in con-
formity to the principles of true republi-
canism, ordered and deereed, that the Arch
Secretary be instantly deprived of his office—
that he shall not be heard in his defence at
the next meeting—and that no excuse what-
ever be received, and, also, that his fine of
8 nine pennies be made w«bsolwe, and he
further ordered, that the Club proceed to
the choice of an Arch Secretary in room of
the cidevant Seeretary. Thereupon, the
votes being duly taken, Dr. Scott was
unanimously elected Secretary, and intro-
duced tothe Emperor assuch. And the Emn-
peror, in compliance with the wishes arnd
votes of the Club, and by the advice
of the Arch Treasnrer—und it appearing
that the said Dr. Scott, was in every possi-
ble respect eminently qualified for the office,
it was accordingly proclaimed by the Em-
peror, that Sumuel R. Joceleyn should be and
consequently is deelared Arch Secretary of
the Nine Penny Whist Club, in conformity
to the constitution and the true meaning
and construction thercof. Samuel L.
Joecelevn was accordingly condueted to the
chair, and entered at once upon the dis-
charge of the dnties of his position. Con-
siderable business was transacted at this
meeting, but we have only fragmentary re-
cords, and of course are unable to give the
proceedings in detail. The Emperor was

proceedings of their last meeoting were
very indistinetly impressed upon his mem-
ory, he remembered with great distinet-
ness the gingling of glasses and the mul-

Iu the the midst of the progress of these
events we are astounded by a proposition,
originated by XNorth Carolinians, and
brought before Congress under auspices
calculated to alarm us, that North Carolina,
one of the original thirteen, is no longer a
State, bub a territory of the United States.

The scheme proposes that a new Con
vention be called, the members of which
are to be elected by voters with qualifica-
tions prescribed by Congress, including
negroes, excluded from voting by our Con-
stitution. This Convention, thus elected,
is to frame a new Constitation for the 7er-
ritory formerly known as the State of North
Carclina. The Constitution when formed
is to be approved, not by the people, who
are to live under it, but by the Congress of
the United States, with power in the Con-
gress, to approve, modify, or reject the
same: and with a test-oath framed with ap-
parent intent to reverse the principle, that
the majority of the people ought to rule,

It is remarkable that the avowed and
prominent projectors of this schome were
distinguished actors in the organization of
the nt State government, and have
sought, or hold office under it.

I can only add to the &h n oath which
I have just taken, th 'ug".gpl:doundl‘yt
the responsioility of the position in wheh
am placed by the eonfidence of my coun-
trymen, I shall constantly and fervently
pray that the ruler of the uuniverse will en-
dow me with wisdom equal ‘5 the impend-
ing emergencies.

I ardently desire, independent of my
official oath, to maintain and defend the
Constitution of the United States and the
Constitution of North Carolina, and cannot
therefore, assent to any scheme of compro-
mise based on the idea thet North Carolina
is not a State of the American Union ; nor
to any scheme of amending the original
compact, which the State shall have no
hand in proposing. I fcel as profoundly as
any body can feel, the necessity of compo-
sing, on & permanent basis, our national
dissentions, and have been unable to con-
ceive of any other means so well adapted to
effect this end, as that prescribed by the
wisdom of our fathersin the fifth article of
the Counstitution of the United States.

My intercourse with the people of the
North leads me to Lelieve that the great
body of thein do not entertain towards us
the destroying malevolence, which we wonld
infer fromw the speeches of many of theirin-
| teruperate partizan leaders and a portion of
[ the press.  The great mass of tha nation is
patriotic, vith becoming charity for what
they decm the errors of other sections ; bat
the partizan fury of ambitions demagogues
| keeps 1n restraint the will of the great and
well meaaing masses. If a natiopal Con-
veution could be ecalled, as contemplated in
the Constitution, these masses, as I be-
| lieve, would &ll it with sober, and wise,

and patriotic men. In sneh a Convention,
proper councessions would be made to the
feelings and views of every seection. All
could be heard. The spirit of compromise
Ly which the parts of a great nation can
alone be held together, wonld have its due
weight. Under the provisions of this arti-
fele, the awendments to the Constitation,
which suech nationazl Convention wight pro-
| pose, would have no validity until ratitied
| by three-fourtiis of the States.

If my wishes could prevail, North Caro-
lina would be the fiest MState in the Uunion
to hold up to the nation this constitutional
ulive braneh,

I trust that I need not assure you that no
aet of miune, oiicial or personal, under any
tu-irrcum.u,t\;uw.c-:s, will give any countenance
t{o the paracidal scheme of erasing North

Carolinu from the galaxy of States of the
American Union. 1n making this declura-
tion I desire to deny the possible implico-
tion that there is, within my knowledge,
juny other pariotic eitizen of the State
jwho would voluntarily assent to sueh de-

| In my very childhood the lessons of pa-
rental nstriction tanght and impressed on
tmy heart afiection for the American Unien,
i "Thecivil war throngh whichwe bave passed
| has not erased these impressions.  The re-
Cfleetions of riper years bul strengthened
them. When, in spite of wy remon-
strances, a sectional wuar arose, my sympa-
| thies and my duty, as I conceived, required
| me to yiultl vbedience to the de fucto gov-
1c1‘nmvut of ihe section in which I lived ;
‘but when the party claiming to fight to
| preserve the Union prevailed, I gladly ve-
newed my allegiance to the Union, and will
| not now invite its dissolution by an act of
I Congress.
| My recent intercourse and observation of
the press force me to the conclusion that
| the main aliment of continued sectional
1 aliepation and obstruction ** to the restora-
l tion of fraternal feeling ™ which ought to
| ““be the earnest wish of every patriotic
heart,” is the false and persistent misrep-
resentation emanating from bad men in
| our midst who seck to make the impres-
'sion that our courts and juries, in the ad-
| ministration of justice, diseriminate to the
{prejudice of Union men and our late
slaves,

Notwithstanding the extraordinary efforts
| of vur Judiciary, well known to everybody
“11‘1'(', to have justice impartially adminis-
| tered, a studied cfiort 1s persistently kept
up, with too much success, to mislead the
minds of well meaning people in the dom-
inant States. -

Lot us not despair.  We still have the
Constitution, which, in the language of the
great and good Gaston, ** with all its pre-
i tended detects and all its alieged viola-
tions, bas conferred more benefit on man
than ever yet tlowed from any other insti-
tution, and which, nuder God if we be true
‘o ourselves, will insure the Dblessings of
libeity to ns and our posterity.” 1f this
temaple of liberty is to be destroyed, 1 pray
that North Carolina may have no hand in
this act of vandalism. Let us in our for-
lorn conditien emulate the example of the
present c¢hief magistrate of the nation,
who, amidst the tempest of party fury
which usszils hiwm, firmly steers the ship of
HState by this chart of our liberties, and is

thus mseribing his name high on the tem-
| ple of {fame.

Dosides the protection to our constitu-
tional rights, which the Executive may
oive us, J trust and believe the Sapreme
l‘(.‘-nuri of the United States, the ultimate
rarbiter of such  (uestious, arising under
i the sonstitution, as can be brought under
its jurisdiction, may be relied on for an in-
{ telligent and faar discharge of its high

| As you are about to leave for your re-
| spective homes, 1trustyon willfeel it indivi-
| dually vour duty to exhort your constitu-
cuts to attend diligently and quietly to their
| respective callings; to offer no opposition
to any law, State or National, which they
may deem unconstitntional, excepting
through the regular channel of the
courts; to be diligent in bringing malefac-
tors to justice, and thereby giving security
to the ordexly.

Gloomy and impoverished and depress-
ed, as are our people, if they continue qui-
etly to discharge all their duties, in the end
they may expect the rewards which usnally
follow well doing. '

I avail myself of this occasion to return
my thanks to the people of the State for
the comparative nnanimity with which they
have re-elected me as their Governor; and
Ipray Goed to inspire me with all those
qualities of the head and of the heart ne-
cessary to perform aright, the duties of my
responsible position in this trying period
of our history.

A RESOLUTION TO 1'OSTPUNE THE VALUATION
_ OF THE LANDS OF THI STATE.
Whereas, Inthe opinion of the General
Azscmbly, from the unsettled condition of
the labor system in many parts of the State
and the uncertainty of our political condi-
tion, together with a searcity of a circula-
ting medium, aud other causes, the valuu-
tion of the land of the State in the year of
1867, will e, if carried into effect, altogeth-
er uncertain, and in many eases unreasona-
bly low, and whereas, it is believed, that it

| defray

is more equitable to levy a low rate of taxes
on the valuation of 1560, with provision for |
valuation in case of extraordinary loss or|
gain, than to impose a higher rate un a new |
and depressed estimate. Therelore, |
Resolved, That so much of the act for coi- |
lecting Revenue, ratified Murch 12th, 1866, |
as provides fora re-valuation of the lands
of the Stite in the year 15067, be repealed,
and the Taxes on real estate in 1867, shall
be imposed on the wvalnation thereof made
in 1860, as modified under the provision for
valaation in special cases by section 29 of
the said act for collecting Revenne. |[/n
